California State Drafting 
Exam in Salinas; Get App 


For those of you who are 
seeking employment in Civil En- 
gineering or Drafting, the Cal- 
ifornia State Personnel Board is 
offering a test at Salinas, Cal- 
ifornia on April 11, 1970 for 
position of Drafting Aid I with 
the Division of Highways. 

Requirements are as follows: 
I—Knowledge of drafting meth- 
ods and equipment; 2—Know- 
ledge of arithmetic and simple 
computations; 3—Ability to do 
simple drafting work; 4—Ability 
to follow written directions. 

The salary range is $457 to 
$556 monthly with all State 
benefits. 

Applications must be filed be- 
fore March 20, 1970, and are 
available at the state employ- 
ment office. Ask for Drafting 
Aid I applications. This posi- 
tion is the starting point for those 
who. wish to follow a career in 
Civil Drafting. 

Anyone with one semester of 


high school drafting and basic 
math should have little trouble 
with this test and it offers one a 
chance to see what is required in 
State examinations. Those pass- 
ing the test are placed on a 
waiting list and are called as the 
positions opén, generally from 
three months to one year.

Powers graduated from flying 
school as a pilot and was com- 
missioned as a Second Lieuten- 
ant in: February, 1943. 

In World War II he flew 
troop-carrying C47’s and’ C46’s 
in the U.S. and European 
Theatre of Operations. In 1949 
he returned to Europe to fly 
in the Berlin Airlift carrying 
food and coal to beleagured 
people of Berlin.

ECLIPSE WARNING 


Planning to watch the eclpse 
of the sun tomorrow? 

You really can’t miss it if you 
keep your eyes open—it will be 
a total. eclipse in some areas, but 
only ‘partial here. 

Reader’s Digest magazine sug- 
gests some handy procedures to 
keep in mind: 

Improper’ viewing of the 
eclipse can cause irreparable 
damage to the eyes. Use either 
of these methods: 

1—Focus the sun’s_ rays 
through a pencil-sized hole in a 
piece of white cardboard and let 
the light shine on a sheet of 
white paper held about five feet 
from the cardboard. ‘Make sure 
your back is to the sun. 

2—View the sun through two 
thisknesses of a completely ex- 
posed roll of black and white 
film developed to maximum 
density.

He oper- 
ates his» own public relations 
firm, Power House, Inc. adja- 
cent to NASA’s Manned Space- 
craft Center in Houston, Texas.

Prop. Constitution Changes 


Introduction, By-Laws and 
first two Articles remain 
the same. 


Article III - Officers 

Section 1. Elected Officers: 
The elected officers of this or- 
ganization shall be a president, 
a vice president, a secretary, a 
sophomore class president, a 
sophomore class representative, 
a freshman class president, a 
freshman class representative, a 
commissioner of rallies and as- 
semblies, a commissioner of 
social activities, a commissioner 
of cultural activities, and a com- 
missioner of student facilities. 


Section 2. Appointed Offi- 
cers. The appointed officers of 
this organization shall be a com- 
missioner of finance, upon rec- 
ommendation of the faculty ad- 
visor and a commissioner of 
communications upon recom- 
mendation of the faculty advisor 
and the school director of public 
relations. 

(1) The commissioner of 
finance shall be appointed in the 
spring semester for the follow- 


ing year. 
(2) The commissioner of 
communications may ap- 


pointed ‘in the fall semester. 

(3). All appointments are to 
be approved by the student 
commission. 

Section 3. Qualifications. All 
officers may be at the time that 
they enter upon the duties of 
their offices, a member of any 
class except the sophomore class 
president and representative who 
shall be members of the sopho- 
more class and the freshman 
class. president, representative, 
and the commissioner of social 
activities who shall be members 
of the freshman class. 

(1) The president, vice presi- 
dent and secretary shall have 
either completed English A or 
be eligible for placement in an 
English 1A class before taking 
office. 

(2) All candidates, in order 
to be eligible for nominations 
shall attain 2.0 average carrying 
a minimum of 10.5 units for the 
two semesters preceding their 
term of office including the 
semester of their candidacy. Of- 
ficers shall maintain said scho- 
lastic average and carry a mini- 
mum of 10.5 units during their 
term of office. 

(3) In the event of the fail- 
ure to meet any of the said 
qualifications, the ASB  Presi- 
dent shall declare the office 
vacant after informing the com- 
mission of the deficiency in- 
volved. 

Section 4. Elections.. Spring 
semester. The president, vice 
president, secretary, sophomore 
class president, sophomore class 
representative, commissioner of 
cultural activities, commissioner 
of rallies and assemblies, com- 
missioner of Men's Athletics 
shall be elected in the Spring 
semester. They and other of- 
ficers shall be elected in the 
following manner: 

(1) Nominating petitions shall 
be obtained from the faculty 
advisor who shall determine 
whether the candidate meets the 
qualifications specified in the 
by-laws. Signatures of 50 mem- 
bers of the Associated Student 
Body in good standing must be 
obtained on these petitions be- 

fore. they.are submitted to the 
election. committee. All nom- 
<inating petitions for the election 
of officers must be approved by 


the election committee and the 
commission advisor. Only mem- 
bers of the sophomore class may 
sign the nominating petitions 
and vote for the sophomore class 
officers. For this purpose, 
members of the Associated Stu- 
dents Body with 30 or more 
units of class work completed 
will be considered members of 
the sophomore class. 

(2) The spring semester 
elections shall be held no later 
than the Tuesday and Wednes- 
day after the first Monday in 
April. The general election 
run-off shall be held on the 
Tuesday and Wednesday after 
election. 

(3) Any candidate for any 
office who receives a majority 
of valid votes cast in the general 
election shall be declared elected. 
If for any office no candidate 
receives a majority of the valid 
votes cast, the names of the 
two ‘candidates receiving the 
greatest number of votes shall 
be placed on the ballot for a 
run-off election. The candidate 
receiving the largest number of 
valid votes cast in the run-off 
election shall be declared elected. 

(4). Any candidate violating 
the election rules as determined 
by the election committee shall 
upon action of the commission 
automatically be declared in- 
eligible for office. . 

Section 5. Elections. Fall 
semester. The freshman class 
president, freshman class repre- 
sentative, commissioner of social 
activities, commissioner of stu- 
dent facilities, commissioner of 
Women’s Athletics, and any 
other officers shall be elected 
at the election called by the 
ASB President in the fall semes- 
ter no later than the Tuesday 
and Wednesday after the first 
Monday in October. 

(1) The general elections 
run-offs shall be- held on the 
Tuesday and Wednesday after 
general elections. 

(2) Nominations shall be as 
stated in Article III, Section 4, 
Paragraph 1. Only. members of 
the freshman class may sign 
nominating petitions and vote 
for the freshman class officers 
and the commissioner of social 
activities. For‘ this purpose, all 
members of the ASB with less 
than 30 units of classwork com- 
pleted will be considered mem- 
bers of the freshman class. 

Section 6. Term of Office. 
The term: of’ office of all As- 
sociated Student Body Officers 
shall be one school year. No 
student may hold more than one 
office in this organization con- 
currently. 

Article IV - Meetings 

Section 1. The Hartnell Col- 
lege Commission, which is. com- 
posed of the officers defined in 
Article III, Section 1.and Sec- 
tion 2 of these by-laws, shall 
meet at least once a week. 

Section 2. The Commission 
shall meet at the call of Presi- 
dent, a faculty advisor, or by 
written request of one fourth of 
the members of the Associated 
Student Body. 

Section 3. The Associated 
Student Body shall meet at the 
call of the president, a faculty 
advisor, or by written request of 
one fourth of the members of 
the Associated Student Body. 

Article V - Committees 

Section 1. The president shall 
have the power to appoint neces- 
sary committees with the ap- 
proval of the commission and 


the faculty advisor. 

Section 2. The Executive 
Committee, the Cultural Activi- 
ties Committee, Policy Com- 
mittee, the Social Activities 


all] Committee, the Rallies and As- 


semblies Committee, the Student 
Facilities Committee, the Budget 


Committee and the Finance 
Committee shall be standing 
committees. 


(1) The Executive Committee 
consisting of the ASB President, 
Vice President, Secretary, Sohp- 
omore Class President, Fresh- 
man Class President and the 
Commissioner of Finance shall 
meet at the call of the ASB 
President to advise him on stu- 
dent affairs. This committee 
shall be strictly advisory and 
contain no legislative powers. 

Section 3. At least three 
weeks prior to the general elec- 
tion, the ASB President shall ap- 
point an elections committee to 
receive all nominating petitions 
and to conduct the general run- 
off elections. 

Article VI - Initiative, 
Referendum and Recall 

Section 1. Any member of the 
Associated Student Body may 
initiate legislation by petition 
providing that signatures of ten 
per cent of the Associated Stu- 
dent Body members are ob- 
tained. The petition must be 
submitted to the ASB President. 
The commission shall either pass 
the action or submit it within 
three weeks to a vote of the As- 
sociated Students. A majority 
vote shall be necessary for adop- 
tion. 

Section 2. All actions of the 
commission shall be subject to 
referendum vote of the ASB. 
A written petition signed by ten 
per cent of the Associated Stu- 


‘dent Body shall be necessary for 


referendum. The petition shall 
be presented to the ASB Presi- 
dent. The commission shall 
either reverse their decision or 
call an election within three 
weeks after the filing of said 
petition. A majority of votes 
cast shall be necessary to rescind 
action. 

Section 3. All elective of- 
ficers of this organization shall 
be subject to recall by the As- 
sociated Student Body. A writ- 


‘ten petition signed by 25 per 


cent of the votes cast in the last 
general election shall constitute 
a request for recall provided the 
signees of said petition are ASB 
cardholders in good standing. 
Upon presentation of said peti- 
tion to the commission, the com- 
mission shall either declare the 
office vacant or call a recall 
election within three weeks. A 
majority of the votes cast will 
be required to recall an officer. 

Section 4. A run-off or spec- 
ial election shall not be consid- 
ered as a general election. 

Article VIL - Amendments 

Section 1. A petition bearing 
the signatures of ten per cent 
of the Associated Student Body 
must be submitted with the pro- 
posed amendments(s) to the 
commission which shall desig- 
nate a special election to be held 
within three weeks after the 
presentation of the proposed 
amendment. The _ proposed 
amendment shall be posted for 
at least seven school days prior 
to the election. 

Section 2. All amendments 
to these by-laws shall require a 
two-thirds: positive vote of the 
total number of votes cast by the 
Associated Students. E

First Track and Field Win 
Shows Depth, Potential 


Gary Shaw’s tracksters_liter- 
ally ran over College of Marin’s 
track team, defeating them 93- 
43. 

In running events the Hart- 
nell trackmen just edged Marin 
by 44-38, but in the field events 
the Panthers rolled over. their 
hosts 49-5. This runaway con- 
test is much of what Mr. Shaw 
expects of his men. 

Lauro Diaz, a sophomore from 
King City, showed his outstand- 
ing depth by placing in six 
events: Ist in the high jump at 
6’ 1”; Ist in the pole vault at 
12 feet; 1st in the triple jump at 
45° 5%”; 2nd in the long jump; 
4th in the 120 high hurdles, and 
was a member of the mile relay 
team. 

Coach Shaw was very happy 
with times in the 100-220 yard 
dashes by Calvin Lee—9.9, 21.6, 
and Kevin Bailey, 10, 21.8, re- 
spectively. 

Regan Tully impressed the 
spectators with a discus fling 
of 144’ 11%”, while Stan Wells 
‘followed in second place with 
139° 8”. 

“The times turned in by Ed 
Cambell, 15.5 and Jim Wash- 
ington, 15.6 in the 120 high 
hurdles not only signifies devel- 
opment of depth but also prom- 
ise,” Shaw said. 

Hartnell’s cross country cham- 
pion, Jeff Berryessa, stood out 
in the mile and the two mile 
events with times of 4:33 and 
9:55. respectively. 

The triple jump is another 
event that shows outstanding 
depth and potential with Lauro 
Diaz at 45°5%” and Jim Wash- 
ington at 443%”. 

The long jump has also strong 
potential with Jim Washington 
jumping 22’6” and Lauro Diax 
at 21’ 10%”. 

The shot put event shows Stan 
Wells hurling the round ball 
44 71’. 

Coach Shaw was also stim- 
ulated by the time turned in by 
the 440 relay team. 

“This early in the season, 43.3 
is pretty strong,” was Shaw’s 
statement. 

The 440 yard dash really 
stood out with Don Crawford 
finishing Ist in a speedy time 
of 50.4, and Ron Stuart ending 
up in second place with 51.2. 


Shaw’s final comment was “I 
am very inspired by the results 
of our first meet.”
